This event, the eecond of a series inangu- 
ratei last year under the auspices of the 
Agricultural and Horticultural Society of 
British Columbia, took place yesterday at the 
City Pound and Buckley's Hall; the former 
being used for the exhibition of live stock, 
agricultural implements, &c., and the Iutter 
for the show of fruits, vegetables, grain, 
fancy work, and a variety of home manufac- 
turés,

the fruit exbibited,was particularly conspicu- 
ous; in this section some eplendid sorts of

In-the department assigaed to ths indus- 
tries of ladies and young people some very 
superior specimens of wool, needle, and cro 
ebet work were to be found and in the same
